troller reports that 81 banks ‘in all have been 
placed. in Receivership: “The: average per- 
centage of ‘claims paid'was 64,80, with 10,66 
estimated as yet to cofie; the \averdge in 
the ‘several ' States. ranged: from | 10 to’ 100, 
for the 81; banks together aggregating 
$17,452,600 capital snd $26,825,477 of cash 
collected by Receivers'from all sources, the 
expenses of closing were $848,644-for ‘Re- 
ceivers’ salaries, $531,074 for legal expenses, 
$418,658 for other expenses, $1,788,877 for 
total expenses. The average ratio of ex- 
penses to cash collected’ was 6.70. The 
ratio of Receivers’ salaries, and of; total ex- 
penses to dividends already .paid- were 5.81 
and 11,20, respectively, . Of? the six failed 
banks in this City, one paid creditors 88.5 
per cent,, one paid 90,;-and four paid in full, 
the average being 98, ; The yatios of total 
expenses to cash realized'in these City banks 
ranged from’ 5.3 to 12.8. A private letter 
from the Oontroller to the writer of this 
article says: | Tate 

“ Sections i

And altliough the relatively small logs to de- 
positors may be fairly ascribed mainly to the 
conservative features. in the Banking law 
itself, there can be no doubt that the liqui- 
dation, as ‘a whole, has been managed with 
as much skill and economy 'as are practica- 
ble under the clumsy device: of a Recéiver- 
ship; on thé other hand, the determination 
to: get crippled “institutions . out. of exist- 
ence . without resorting to. that .» de- 
vice °.at\ all ‘is . particularly commend- 
able.: Missouri’ has ately”: abolished * Re- 
ceivershfpa, pro forma, as concerns life in- 
surance companies, but we are not aware of 
any other State which has ‘done so, or has 
attempted to provide anything better; par- 
ticularly, to recognize. the elementary rule 
that assets in bankruptcy belong to their 
owners. In Massachusetts, by the law ‘of 
1866, on a certificate sworn to. by five 
or mote interested pérsons, the Bank Com- 
missioner. is to. examine any. savings bank, 
and he may apply for a restraining injunc- 
tion; and thé courts Indy appoint a Receiver. 
Under: this the practice ‘has been to ask an 
injunction suspending business for twelve 
to eighteen months, incase the deficit does 
not exdeed'74 per cent.; if It does; to have 
the injunction perpetual and a Receiver ap- 
pointed...No statute: specifically allows the 
‘‘ gealing’’ of deposijs; but the ‘‘ stay law, ’’ 
passed in April, 1878, and ‘limited to three 
years, provides for.s temporary limitation of 
payments when needed, and might, perhaps, 
be construed to'cover scaling. 

‘Phe practice in Connecticut is sd notable 
and sensible that it merits particular , state- 
ment.’ During 1877 a savings bank in Suf- 
field was found. tobe, impaired 15 per. cent. ; 
its ‘Trustees were forthwith changed, the 
15 per cent. was charged off on each account, 
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savings and mangle the latter, in defiance of 
the owners’ wishes, and even their protests ? 
The State, having permitted a partial waste 
or robbery of the fund, or; at least, having 
failed to prevent it, boldly thrusts its way in, 
and insists upon continuing the process, in’ 
defiance of every dictum of natural justice 
or.of economical expediency. How it can 
be that’ bank and insurance creditors.own 
their property while intact, but cease to own 
it’'as soon as any fraction. of it has been dis- 
sipated; is an insoluble problem.

lavishing objectionable insects on the land 
of Egypt with the hope of‘ bringing 
PHARAO# to listen to reason. 

The invention recently patented by Mr. H. 

T, Brinkerhoff, of Scranton, Penn., as a pro- 
tection against flies has been brought before 
the public at an exceedingly opportune mo- 
ment. Hitherto all devices designed to pro- 
tect people from flies have proved failures. 
There are dozens of fly-traps of different 
patterns in existence, but none of them is 
of much practical value. The aim of*the in- 
ventors hag been, in all cases, to kill flies, 
either by poison or violence, and though an 
occasional fly has fallen a victim eto a fly- 
trap, the effect of diminishing ‘the untold 
myriads of flies has been inappreciable. 

The trouble with all these inventions has 
been that they appealed merely to the fly’s 
stomach. , They have been baited with mo- 
lasses or with some palatable poison; and. 
the inventors have» assumed: that . flies are 
always so hungry and so reckless in their 
choice of food that they could not realist the 
attraction of the bait. There never was.a 
greater mistake made than the assumption 
that gluttony is the master passion of the 
fly.'- Of course,- he requires, food, and 
at times feels. the . pangs of hunger, 
but he is really an abstemious insect who 
cares very little for the pleasures of the 
table, Experience ought. to have taught: us 
this long ago. Times without number has | 
the hopeful housewife prepared a fiy-poison 
that ought, one would think, to have made 
any fly’s mouth ‘water, but she has seen: it 
passed by unnotieed bya whole roomful of 
flies, ; The fly is, so independent of his
